Chairman  of  the  Committee  ISHJI  declares  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  meeting. 

Foreign  Minister  TOGO  explains  the  circur stances 
leading  to  the  settlement  of  this  proposal  and  the  out¬ 
line  of  the  contents. 

Committee  "ember  ISHIBUKA  as'  3  a  question  about  the 
relation  between  Japan  and  Germany  regarding  the  South  Sea 
regions.  Foreign  "inister  TOGO  replies  th^t  Germany  has 
already  recognized  Japan1 s  construction  of  a  New  Order  in 
Bast  Asia,  and  as  for  such  a  problem  as  ho’-  to  deal  with 
Dutch  Bast  Indies,  consultation  shall  be  effected  by 
degrees.  .AT3U2  0TO,  the  Director  of  the  3ureau  of  Treaties 
in  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs  answers  that  concerning 
the  South  Seas  Mandated  area,  former  Foreign  "inister 
I  ATSUOKA  ux  Ambassador  OTT  had  exchanged  letters  to 

make  the  islands  Japanese  territory  for  a  nominal  compensa¬ 
tion  by  Japan  to  Germany. 

Committee  :  ember  IXTANI  asks  many  questions,  namely, 

(1)  He  thinks  that  Germany* s  conclusion  of  the  Treaty  of 
Territorial  Inviolability  with  Soviet  is  an  infringement  on 
the  spirit  of  the  preamble  of  the  Anti-  Comintern  Pact  and, 
therefore,  the  Fact  had  already  lest  its  validity  as  far 

as  Germany  is  concerned.  He  asks  the  opinion  of  the 
authorities  concerned.  Foreign  j  inister  TOGO  replies  that 
though  there  is  clearly  a  close  connection  between  the 
Third  International  and  the  Soviet  Government,  still  there 
exists  a  slight  difference  between  them,  so,  it  is  not 
impossible  to  think  of  then  separately,  from  which  view¬ 
point,  Japan  has  concluded  the  neutrality  treaty  Tlth 
Soviet. 

(2)  1  INA  I  asks  about  the  change  of  circumstances  which 
nade  the  Secret  Protocol  between  Japan  and  Germany  un¬ 
necessary.  Thinking  of  the  possibility  of  reconciliation 
between  Germany  and  Soviet,  he  doubts  if  it  would  be 
better  to  continue  the  Secret  Pact. 
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8.  Foreign  Minister  TOGO  responds  thc.t  the  changes  in 
circur  stances  arc  (A)  the  outhrer.it  01  war  between  Ge^i..any 
Pnd  Soviet  end  the  conclusion  of  the  Neutrality  Pact 
between  Japan  and  Soviet,  (3)  Formation  of  alliance  between 
Japan  and  Germany.  He  adds  m  the  case  ix  Germany  ’cu.Ld 
nake  peace  with  Soviet,  Japan  would  resort  to  different 
roans ,  beforehand  or  at  the  same  time,  to  protect  hei 
interests. 

/P  11  Line  4-10/  Committee  !Iember  FUTAKAI.il  asks  about 
Japan's  present  foreign  relations.  Foreign  Minister  TOGO, 
after  the  explanation  about  the  "hole  circumstances  of  the 
Japanese -American  negotiations,  states  that  America,  afocr 
all,  sticks  to  her  traditional  theory  on  international 
policy  and  assures  an  unrealistic  attitude  which  na.res  it 
difficult  to  core  to  terns*,  for  all  this,  however,  a 
compromise  is  being  attempted:  As  for  the  relation  between 
japan  and  Soviet,  it  is  going,  at  present,  on  the  iounda- 
tion  of  the  Neutrality  Treaty. 

/P.  13.  line  10/  Committee  •  'ember  IZA”rA  asks  what  are 
the  concrete  results  of  the  Anti -Cor intern  Fact  during 
these  five  years  since  it  was  concluded. 

/P.14/  I'AliATSU,  the  Director  of  the  National  Police 
Bureau  in  the  Department  of  Home  Affairs,  answers  that  by 
mutual  information  and  connection,  cnanges  of  tne  methods 
of  communist 1  movements  or  such  were  learned,  ana  this, 
not  a  few  facilities  are  given  by  it.  Prime  _ 

TO JO  states  he  will  utilize  more  and  more  tne  Anti-oomin 
tern  Pact  to  control  communism. 

President  HA3A  says  it  is  very  doubtful  that  the 
Anti -Comintern  Pact  has  been  used  fully  to  realize  its 
oblect,  and  he  hopes  now  that  the  Government  is  goin0  to 
prolong  it,  they  ought  to  utilize  it  completely  so  as  to 
destroy  the  Communists  at  the  root. 

/15/  After  this,  Chairman  I3HII  asks  the  Ministers  and 
the  Explainers  to  retire. 

(Ministers  and  Explainers  go  out) 

Then  after  the  discussion  among  the  con  ittee 
members,  it  is  decided  unanimously  to  pass  it  as  it  is 
vdth  request  that  the  Government  vrill  make  effort  to  ^.ke 
the  Pact  effective,  positively  making  tne  aost  of ‘its 
provisions.  The  drawing  of  the  recora  Oi  oh=  imestigt. 
tion  is  committed  all  to  the  chairman. 

Then  Chairman  of  the  Committee  ISHII  declares  the 
closing  of  the  meeting.
